The general condition of the sugar beet crop is very encouraging 
taking the district m a whole, but as always there are some few ex¬ 
ceptions to the rule. But in most oases all available labour is Wing 
concentrated upon these few fields to overcome this condition. 

The recent storms have encouraged the growth of weeds to such 
an extent that they are, in tome cases, making it a neck-and-ueck 
'between the beets and weeds to ascertain which will finally take 
trol of the field. In some few oases the beets have been losers to such 
an extent that some fields have been deserted of any semblance of 
agricultural activity, and in some instances weeds have been allowed 
to grow to such proportions that untold plant food is being takon from 
the land to the detriment of any crop that may be planted upon the 
land next year. Where the farmers have this condition it would be a 
very good thing if these placet could be eliminated. They aro not

Apart from its agricultural lands, the material wealth of Canada Is to be 
d in its natural resources -forest*, fisheries and minerals. 1 hrough 
r development for use at home and abroad t'annda can obtain much-needed 
llation, traffic for its railways, and financial strength to carry and uhlmate- 
ischarge the huge national debt of the Dominion. 

Why is it, therefore, that in respect to its great mineral wealth so little 
been done to develop these resources and thus provide for use by t’ana- 
i industries of many of those raw materials, or sc-mi-manufuctured pro- 
s, which at the present time are imported in huge quantities? 

The answer cannot bo given in a few words, but requires some explana-

'without any flourish of trumpets. United States capitalists and manufacturers 
gave for years past been buying control of the natural resources of Canada. 

The policy of United States capitalist* and manufacturers has been a far- 
sighted one, aimed at the accomplishment of two main things. They have 
secured ownership and control of Altai resources in (‘nnada. not with the ob¬ 
ject of proceeding with tlieir immediate development for use, but with the 
deliberate intention of tying them up and preventing prrwent development. 
To wAaUofid was such a policy adopted? 

. In the first place, so long us Canadian manufacturer* were content to go 
oa buying supplies from the United States which they could have obtained 
for themselves through development or resources at borne, just so long w-ere 
thes*» United States interests securlng a very profitable business. Further¬ 
more, as long as Canada's resources remained undeveloped. Just so long were 
those supplies kept from entering into competition with similar supplies from 
the United States and those interested in the United Stales enaoled to thereby 
maintain bric«s ami control of trade which full development ol Canadas re¬ 
sources would have threatened. In other words, tin* l nited Slates not only 
retained its best foreign customer, but non-development in Canada enabled 
United States interests to keep prices up at home and abroad. 

Hut there was another consideration which had great weight with l nited 
uiui.m invp«tnr< in tli* tr tttirrhttsi* nf Canada s undeveloped resources. They

thus-|s traffic provided for United .States railways while Canadian railways 
are operated at a deficit; thus is Canadian money steadily diverted to the 
United States when ever> dollar is needed at home to carry the heavy burden 
of our war debt. 

On the other hand, enormous development is taking place in the pulp and 
paper industry of Canada. It is growing by leaps and bounds and i # s being 
developed for the most part with foreign capital. Why? Because of the de¬ 
pletion of United Stales pulp resources and the demand for paper across the 
line. • There is more than one paper null in Canada, using Canadian water 
power and Canadian logs, owned entirely by United Slates interests and*whose 
whol^ output goes tq the United States, while Canadians who have sought to 
purchase paper have been refused so much as a pound. 

With some of the most extensive coal areas in the world, the mining of 
• • 

coal in Canada is still in its infancy while Canadians go on importing scores 
of millions of dollars' worth of coal every year from the* United States. Cana¬ 
dian miners are, for the most part, members of a United States Union. Al¬ 
berta miners are paid as high wages as anywhere on the continent, yet are 
constantly on strike for long periods and in receipt of "strike pay" from 
across the line, >vhile United Slates miners are busy supplying the Canadian 
market. 

Sucl) is the situation in Canada today. What is tho use of Parliament 
spending its time discussing ways and means of promoting immigration, or of 
how to s'op the exodus of people to the United States, or of considering such 
futile policies as still higher tariff protection in order to stimulate industry 
and provide employment, when the basic resources of the Dominion through 
the development of which employment could be provided, not only for the 
present population, but. millions more, arc hopelessly tied up and their devel¬ 
opment prevented as a matter of deliberate policy?

The height and girth of the trees or 
British Columbia constitute prob¬ 
ably the best known feature of tho 
western province to those who reside 
in tho central and (‘astern portions ot 
tho Dominion.

Will Attend Convention 


Two Students From Saskatchewan 
University Receive Award 

Saskatoon, Kfcsk.—Award of tlir 
Geneva scholarship, worth $560, for at¬ 
tendance at a series of lectures on the 
League of Nations, and International 
affairs generally at Geneva, Switzer¬ 
land, during duly ami August, has 
been announced by Professor Frank 
H. rnderhjll, of the University of Sas¬ 
katchewan. 

It has been decided to split the 
scholarship in two, giving $275 each to 
A. <\ Dunce (Agro) and I!. Main waring 
(Emmanuel), two students at the uni¬ 
versity who are of Kngllsli birth and 
who happen to hr- visiting their par¬ 
ents la England at Ihe present time. 

The sc holarships, of which It Is un¬ 
derstood one Is given to each Cana¬ 
dian university this year, are donated 
by the (Ion *va Federation, a students' 
organization. 


Ottawa.—The location of the board 
of grain commissioners remains at 
Fort William. Dy a vote of 56 to 40. 
the House of Commons, In committee 
of the whole, reversed the derision of 
the agriculture committee which had 
favored removal of the board to Win¬ 
nipeg. 

Hon. It. J. Manion, Conservative, 
Fort William, moved, as a sub-amend¬ 
ment, that "the commissioners and 
secretary shall reside In the city of 
Fort William or Port Arthur, In the 
province of OfHhilo.” 

Dr. Manlon felt sure that If the 
western members looked at the mat¬ 
ter from a fair viewpoint they would 
agree that the proper location of the 
board was at the head ot the lakes. 
There was every reason to leave the 
board there. At the head of lire lakes, 
the grain was screened and weighed, 
and all the handling of that commod¬ 
ity whh done, after which it was load¬ 
ed Into elevators for shipment. The 
greatest elevator centre In the world 
was located at the head of the lakes, 
and It would be discrimination against 
that part of the country to remove It. 


Ottawa.—The Home Dank Pill, as if. 
received third leading in the senate, 
widely differs from the measure pass¬ 
ed by tin* House of Commons. In 
fact, during senate discussion, it was 
termed a new bill. 

The main changes arc: 

1. The total amount of reimburse¬ 
ment fs reduced from $5,450,000 to 
$3,000,000. 

2. Deposits not exceeding $500 are 
to be reimbursed outright to the ex¬ 
tent of 35 per cent, of the claim, with¬ 
out Investigation by the commissioner. 

3. Claims for reimbursement on de¬ 
posits of more than $500 will be 
heard by the president of the exche¬ 
quer court, who, as commissioner, will 
make awards, not exceeding 35 per 
cent, of the deposit, in cases where 
“special need” Is given. 

4. Tlie bill denies any moral re¬ 
sponsibility on the part of the govern¬ 
ment. 

5. The following arc excluded • r- 
lirely from .the benefits of the bill: 
Directors of the Homo Dank; senators 
and members of the House of Com¬ 
mons. the government of any province, 
city, town, country, municipality, pal¬ 
ish, school board, educational institu¬ 
tion. or other similar corporation or 
institution; any corporation, associa¬ 
tion. society, partnership, club, friend¬ 
ly or, mutual benefit society, religious 
or church corporation, labor associa¬ 
tion, or similar organization or asso¬ 
ciation. 

6. Any creditor falling to take ad¬ 
vantage of the net within twelve 
months ol its passing will be barred 
from receiving any benefit under It. 

7. The minister of Finance must, 
annually submit to parliament, within 
14 days of the opening ol the session, 
detailed statement showing the names 
of all persons who have received aid 
under the net, and the amount. 


Would Have Unanimous 
Consent Of Provinces 


Ottawa.— No action will be tak¬ 
en respecting a Canadian flag 
without the “full sanction of Par¬ 
liament," raid Premier King In 
the house In answer to questions 
ns to tin* government's Intentions 
regarding a Canadian flag. •'Per¬ 
sonally,” snl<! Mr. King, “I would 
be proud. an»l happy to have the 
Union Jack represent Canada as 
a national flag, and would not lend 
any support to any flag not having 
the union as Its most distinctive 
feature.” 


Ottawa.— The senate unani¬ 
mously adopt'd tin* following mil¬ 
lion by Senator Turgeon: "That, 
In the opinion of the senate, ii Is 
Inexpedient that any change take 
place In ihe constitution of Can¬ 
ada. as established by the Drllish 
North America Act and thereto, as 
set forth in the speech from the 
throne, at the opening of the pres¬ 
ent session of parliament, without 
the unanimous consent of the 
providers affected by such a 
change, to be expressed by the 
legislator *s of the respective 
provinces.”

Senator Lafollette Dead 


Political Life Covered More Than 
Qjarter of Century 

Washington.—.Senator Robert M. 
lafollette, for many years a stormy 
petrel of politics in the I'nited Suites, 
died hen* June lx. 

Death came at 1.21 p in., from heart 
failure, Induced by a general break¬ 
down and an attack ol bronchial asth¬ 
ma. 

Robert Marlon Lafollette, consider¬ 
ed one of the most powerful orators in 
his time, was a storm centre of per¬ 
sonal and political controversy 
throughout the I'nited States and in 
his home state ol Wisconsin for more 
than quarter of a century. 

"Fighting Bob," the name by which 
he was known io political friends and 
enemies alike, was a title well earned 
almost from the moment he stepped 
Into tin* political arena when scarcely 
more than a boy. Facing halt lea such 
as few\il any, ol his political contem¬ 
poraries were compelled to fight, lie 
serv'd three terms as a member of 
tin* House of Representatives and 
three as governor of Wisconsin, was 
four times elected to Ihe United 
Stales senate, and finally became an 
Independent candidate for president In 
1924.

Ppon their Ma¬ 
jesties' entrance the Queen will re¬ 
ceive a bouquet from Miss Larkin, 
daughter of the high commissioner.

Diet is always important, particu¬ 
larly so at this season of the year af- 
iwr some months when 11 heavier and 
richer diet Is customary and more or 
loss suitable to our climatic conditions 
The old-fashioned spring tonic, how 
ever, is not as popular or as necessary 
as it used to be, for greater knowledge 
of foods and food values baa led to 
greater wisdom In planning the menu. 
Fresh fruits and vegetables are more 
in vogue now than they were and they 
are a better spring tonic than the sul¬ 
phur and molasses to which our grand¬ 
mothers pinned their faith. 

Mthough this generation is, on the 
whole, more wisely fed than the lact 
one, there are some glaring faults in 
the Canadian diet. Our chief dietary 
bln Is too f« * fruits and vegetables 
and too little milk. The per capita 
consumption of milk by the people of 
tills country is something like 33 gal¬ 
lons annually. This may sound like 
rather a larg*' quantity but It means 
that each person uses only about one 
and one-half cups of milk each day— 
nn amount far below that recommend¬ 
ed by those who have made a scienti¬ 
fic study of nutrition. They tell us 
to plan for. at the very least, a pint a 
day for each child—about a quart Is 
better. That Is an easy rule to ro- 
111 ember and a good one for the mother 
who decides the three meals a day 
and who has the responsibility for the 
formation of her child’s food habits. 

For generations, milk has been look¬ 
ed upon as having high nutritive value, 
but now we are beginning to under¬ 
stand Its unique place in the diet of 
young anti old. We used to think that 1 
all foods which supply protein were 
equally useful, but now we know that 
I lie quality of this building material Is 
quite . a important as tlie quantity. 


Recent Discoveries Support Theory 
That Planet Bears Life 

Or. W. M. Sllpher, director of the 
I,owell Observatory at Flagstaff, re 
cently predicted that planetary astron 
oniy was on the threshold of finally 
accurate determination in connection 
with the study of Mars. 

The astronomer expressed this opin¬ 
ion after months of lesearch based on 
observations which he and other 
scientists obtained last summer when 
Mars made Its closest approach to the 
earth. Among the discoveries, said 
Or. Sllpher. is that the planet Is much 
warmer than had been supposed, and 
has a much denser atmosphere tliun 
it had been credited with. These 
determinations, ho explained, are 
tendencies In support of tho theory 
that the planet bears life. 

The temperature of the planet was 
approximated by the Coblenz radio¬ 
meter, ono of the latest Astronomical 
Instruments, so delicate that it meas¬ 
ures the heat of distant stars. I)r. 
Sllpher considers this device as 1m 
portant In adding to the knowledge 
of the temperature of planets as the 
Mlchelson interferometer Is In deter¬ 
mining the angular diameter of celes¬ 
tial bodies.

Nearly one in every four persons In 
Canada Is In attendance at a school 
or college, according to a review of 
the country's educational activities 
which has been Issued by tho federal 
bureau of statistics. The total an¬ 
nual cost, It finds. Is $112,072,000. No 
one, In the face of these figures, can 
claim that ihn Dominion Is neglectful 
of Its responsibility for giving Its 
young people a good start In life. Such 
an outlay means a great sacrifice on 
the part of those who have to provide 
the money. It Is a fair question to 
ask whether the burden Is not too 
large a one and also whether we are 
getting all the results which should 
accrue from such an expenditure.— 
Edmonton Journal.
